New Use for Blotting Paper. 

In Germany blotting paperwis used 
to clean machinery. Tow, woolen re 
fuse, sponge cloths. and jute waste are 
the materials usually employed for the 
cleaning of machines and parts of en- 
gines which are soiled by dust and 
lubricating substances. The better va- 
rieties of cotton waste are very good 
for scouring purposes, but the cheaper 
grades are eharged with dust, and in 
using them a sponge cloth, specially 
manufactured for the purpose, is em- 
ployed.” In using blotting paper for 
scouring purposes the use of cotton 
wastes decreased and the sponge 
cloths are entirely dispensed with. On 
the average the German workman re 
ceived under the former system 250 
zrams of cotton waste, one new sponge 
cloth and one of two renovated ones 
every week. Now he is supplied with 
150 grams of cotton waste, and about 
eight or ten sheets of blotting paper, 
at a cost of 2% cents, or one-third 
the cost of the cotton waste. The pa- 
per is not only cheapey, says Harper's
